Brookhart asserted he welcomed 


Meredith's determination to put him 
on record under oath. 


"I will only be too glad to tell the 


farmers of Iowa and of the United 
States, 
under 
oath, 
what I 
have 


learned about the financial schemes 
to drive them back to peasantry," the 
senator said. 


"Incidentally, Meredith will be un- 


der oath, whether he wants to or not. 
And we will find out from his own 
mouth whether he made a 
fight 


against the deflation of the farmers or 
whether he 
sat 
mum In the Wall 


street game." 


Brooknart remarked he would like 


to offer Meredith the profits on his 
,240-acre farm "with an excellent crop 
of wheat, corn, and everything," as a 
settlement of the libel suit. 


"This farm carries a 520,000 joint 


land bank mortgage,", the senator 
added, "and if he will agree to pay 
the expenses of operation, the Interest 
and the taxes, I will offer him the 
whole job in. settlement of his 30 
cent*. 
"Confidentially, I will be several 


hundred dollars ahead on such a set- 
tlement. But Meredith does not want 
to settle.1 He wants to get me on 
record under oath. This I welcome." 


Glad of "Consideration." 


The senator declared, however, he 


was glad the former cabinet official 
had been "so considerate" in apprais- 
ing the damage caused by the Rad- 
cliffe speech at 30 cents.* . 


"For if he beats me," Senator Brook- 


hart said, "that if about all I can save 
out of my salary after paying this 
year's deficit on my farm." 
Senator Brookhart quoted the manu- 


facturers' record as stating the defla- 
tion policy cost the fanners of the 
nation ?18,000,000.000 in reduction of 
land values and $14,000,000,000 in 1920 
and 1921 crops. 
"The department of commerce put 


this last item at $17,000,000,000," the 
senator said, "but 
Meredith, in his 


statement, intimates he never heard 
of these deflations. 


"It will be interesting, under oath, 


to find out the density of his ignor- 
ance." 
Brookhart "refused to accept-a* the

of 'shelfworn.'

A new record has been 


set up for the first seven months of 
this year and mining is proceeding un- 
abated. 


For the calendar year to the end of 


July 58,885,000 tons of hard coal were j 
mined and production was then pro- 
ceeding at the rate o slightly more 
than 2,000,000 tons a week, a high fig- 
ure in the industry at any time, and 
heretofore unknown during the sum- 
mer, 
usually a dull season. 


The cause of this unusual summer 


activity is principally 
the shortage 


last winter. 
Consumers of 
antfcra- 


clte started stocking up for next win- 
ter, almost at once, and the demand 
has continued unabated. 


Allowing 2,000,000 tons per 
week, 


approximately 
68,000,000 tons of an- 


thracite will have been produced this 
year up to the end of this month. Not 
all of this, however, will be In the 
hands of the consumer. Usually there 
is a surplus on hand April 1, as hard 
coal users stock early in the winter, 
but this year, owing to the suspension 
in 1922, every available ton of hard 
coal was grabbed up as fast as it came 
from the mines right up till the end 
of the cold wealher and on April 1, 
1923, 
stocks and storage were bare. 


However, It Is estimated that the 


consumer now has on hand almost a 
half years' supply of anthracite. Since 
April 1, Instead of storing coal 
as 


usual at the mines it has been shipped 
to market as rapidly as the railroad^ 
could supply cars and It is estimated 
that the consumers already 
have al- 


most 40,000,000 tons, making 
allow- 


ance for fuel burned since April 1, to 
start the winter season. 


Because of the bitter complaints last 


winter of the poor quality of hard coal 
and the high percentage of "bone," 
slate and other non-inflammable ma- 
terial it contained, some changes have 
been made In the methods of speed- 
ing up production, but the operators 
are'said to be still doing things that 
•would have been considered unethical 
before the -war. 


One operator stated that operators 


are still running coal thru the break- 
ers that ten. years ago would 
have 


been thrown away. Some types of 
hard coal are being sold today at good 
prices, which heretofore have been 
considered worthless. 


The operators deny that they have 


been "speeding up" the automatic 
slate pickers, thus allowing a higher 
percentage of "bone" and slate to pass 
thru with the coal. 


Charles Dorrence, head of the Hud- 


son Coal company, one of the largest 
producers in the anthracite field, 
stated at a. rerent dinner to retail coal 
dealers that "bone" (a mixture 
of 


slate and coal) was good fuel and that 
the public must get used to using It, 
as the time had passed when it could 
be thrown away. The automatic slate 
pickers are 
suposed 
to eliminate 


"bone" and slate, which has her^o- 
fore never been allowed 
in greater 


quantities than 4 per cent to a car. 
That was back in the days of keen 
rivalry for markets.

We remained at Wales three hours 


and took on five Eskimo hunters for 
our trip. We made poor time from 
Wales to Cape Blossom arriving there 
the morning of August 6. Because of 
shallow water, Engineer Joseph Earl 
and I rowed eight miles into Kotzebue 
and secured complete equipment 
to 


repair engine parts, paying an Eskimo 
family, and two young married Eski- 
mos, who took on a large quantity 
of additional supplies, guns, etc., to 
insure the entire party in the event 
of being compelled to winter 
and 


establish camps for*a sojourn of two 
years. 
We secured eleven fine dogs 


with fine harness and complete equip- 
ment. 


After all the eouipment had been 


taken on board and the Eskimos were 
due to leave shore in their skin boats, 
I surtdenly-'/Otind that I had an EsTumb 
strike on iny hands due to the in- 
fluence of a missionary who not only 
told them that they would be without 
Christian influence, but 
that 
the 


chances were I would leave them ma- 
rooned on Wrangel Island and there- 
fore they would never get back to 
their families and friends. 


I thereupon proceeded 
to the mis- 


sionary's house with all the natives 
where a serious, earnest and at times' 
strenuous 
conversation 
ensued in 


which I told the missionary that he 
as a Christian fostering the spiritual 
welfare of the natives ought certainly 
to permit them to go to the rescue 
of the those in dire straights of worfite, 
and also if alive must be famished 
ot see their families and friends. The 
missionary in his night gown and I in 
work clothes, surrounded by twenty 
eskimos, made Indeed a primitive and 
picturesque conference. 


Making no headway, I retired and 


notifed the Eskimos that I was le;»r- 
ing at once and that if they failed me" 
I would select my crew from points 
farther north whereupon I proceeded 
to the beach only to be followed in 4 
few minutes by the entire party of 
Eskimos who came pellmell informing 
me that they would follow me. 


I was doomed for further difficult- 


ies this day and reaching the ship at 
9 a. m. Captain Hansen. for reasons 
best known only to himself objected 
strongly to taking on board the addi- 
tional people, supplies and dogs which 
in my opinion would prove a valuable 
asset in the event that we encountered 
any difficulties and were compelled to 
make a forced march over the ^ce to 
reach the island. Captain Hansen t»C* 
a firm stand whereupon I was com- 
pelled to accept his resignation.
